BENTON — Elfrink goes up for 
rebound. She’s got it. She? 
Yes, she. 
A new era of girls basketball 
dawned when the sport was ap­ 
proved by the Missouri State High 
School Activities Association for 
interscholastic competition two 
years ago. The renewal begun in 
western Missouri and has slowly 
drifted to this area. 
With the start of the 1974-75 
school year, Kelly High School 
picked up the option to have a 
girls 
team. 
The 
program 
definitely met with approval, as 
witnessed by the 35 names on the 
initial tryout list. 
Yet, for a short while there was 
some doubt as to whether the idea 
would get off to a start. A team 
needs a leader, and the girls did 
not have one. It was one of those 
jobs that people applaud someone 
for taking, but will not tackle 
themselves. Finally, there was 
one woman who saw the ex­ 
citement it generated in those 35 
girl 
and the importance of 
carrying out the program. 
Mrs. Edith Jackson, wife of the 
school superintendent, took on the 
job. People familiar with the 
Kelly scene know that she is no 
stranger to basketball, since she 
has a son who plays the game. But 
coaching, well, that was a com­ 


pletely different picture to her. 
“Many of the girls have played, 
of course, but insofar as an 
organized sport of this type, it’s 
everybody’s first year,” stated 
Mrs. Jackson. “We’ve got some . 
good players, and although all are 
young girls, they’re eager to 
learn,” she added, expressing 
hopes of breaking even in the 
team’s first season. 
Her first move was to cut the 
group of girls to a squad of 12, and 
the new program was officially 
under way. 
Support and cooperation have 
benefited the team a great deal. 
Organizations, such as the 
Booster Club, have advanced the 
efforts of the program with 
uniforms for the girls. The team 
has been backed by the school 
administration and students as 
well. The first game of the season 
was played at home, and a sizable 
crowd was on hand to watch the 
girls take the win.

WASHINGTON — We re having 
tremendous excitement in the 
nation’s capital this week There 
is a rumor going around that 
S ecretary

Henry 
Kissinger may visit Washington, 
D. C. Officially State Department 
spokesmen are denying it. One 
assistant 
secretary 
told 
me, 
“There would be no reason for

despite the denials, preparations 
are going ahead for the secretary 
of state's visit. 
A cleaning woman at the State 
Department told me she had been 
ordered to take the sheetss off the 
furniture in Kissinger’s office, 
and two of Kissinger’s secretaries 
have been seen at the hairdresser.

When 1 confronted the assistant 
secretary with all these facts, he 
finally admitted that there was a 
possibility that Kissinger might 
indeed visit Washington. “The 
reason why we haven’t publicized 
it is that Mr 
Kissinger might 
change his mind at the last minute 
and fly over the city on his way to 
Paris. Then people would be 
needlessly disappointed.” 
The assistant secretary said 
that they had been making plans 
for the Kissinger visit for months. 
“ He, of course, will meet wiith 
President Ford while he’s here as 
they have many things of mutual 
interest to discuss

Badmouthing the Gov t: Inside 
Story of White House Role In 
Secret Critical Coal Negotiations 
WASHINGTON - During this 
coal crisis the striking miners 
have had some high-priced in 
fluential 
business 
agents 
President Ford, Secretary of the 
T reasury 
Simon, 
federal 
mediation director Bill Usery and 
some truly major forces such as 
the entire White House and a 
coalition of cabinet and energy 
chiefs. 
Almost everything that could 
happen has happened to the mine 
owners’ negotiators. They were 
divided. They “ got leaned on” by 
Bill Simon. 
President Ford told 
inner sanctum crowd he wouldn’t 
stand still for their holding out 
against ever renewed demands by 
the United Mine Workers’ (UMW) 
38-man Bargaining Council - and 
when the owners’ representatives 
went over to the Treasury last 
Sunday morning for a chew-out by 
Simon, the elevator symbolically 
broke down Wearily they walked 
up. In effect, they were told 
President Ford would get very 
tough with the coal and steel in­ 
dustries if they didn’t keep the 
coal diggers’ negotiators happy. 
Yet for the first time in a long 
time, the industrialists virtually 
unanimously didn’t want a fight; 
did seek a good fellowship con­ 
tract settlement; tried to make 
the atmosphere such that the 
dedicated UMW president Arnold 
Miller, 
negotiating 
his 
virgin 
contract, would come out a strong 
centralizing leader. 
And they have been willing to 
pay a good price for coal peace. 
Already there are estim ates of a 
minimum 64 per cent increase in 
wages and fringes. Few realize, 
for example, that the Cost-Of- 
Living Allowance, the coal in­ 
dustry’s first, will add $40 a week 
more to the actual wages during 
the three-year contract if the 
Consumer Price IndexTises at its 
current rate. 


But none of this appears to have 
satisfied a strange coalition of 
aggressive, ambitious mine of­ 
ficials and some young class­ 
conscious 
ideological 
staffers.

Q. My teen-aged son frequently 
misses meals at home and fills up 
on hamburgers, soft drinks and 
fries instead. Should he be getting 
a food supplement to prevent a 
possible nutritional deficiency? 
A. The need for vitamin pills 
and other nutrient supplements is 
doubtful inspite of your son’s 
apparently poor diet. The fact is 
that 
symptoms of nutritional 
deficiencies are uncommon in our 
society, with the exception of 
anem ia 
as an 
indicator of 
inadequate iron intake. 
A closer look at your son’s diet 
may reveal that it is better than 
you fear. If he eats breakfast at 
home, he may be starting the day 
with a good supply of vitamin C 
from orange or other citrus juice. 
Two glasses of milk will furnish 
about one-half of a teen-aged 
boy’s recommended allowance 
for calcium, and enriched cereal 
may supply iron and vitamins. 
A second meal at home or at 
school 
will 
hopefully provide 
additional nutrients to balance the 
diet. 


A source of vitamin A value is 
particularly important, since this 
vitamin has been frequently found 
to be low in modern diets. At least 
one serving of dark green or deep 
yellow 
vegetable or fruit each 
day is recommended to help 
provide vitamin A value. These 
include fresh or cooked greens 
(spinach, turnip, kale, collards 
and mustard greens are good 
examples), cantaloupe, broccoli, 
carrots, 
sweet potato, 
winter 
squash and apricots. 
Hamburgers contain excellent 
quality protein, some minerals 
and B vitamins and, of course, tend 
to be rich in calories. They should 
definitely not be considered as 
“junk” food. Tomato slices add 
vitamins A and C and catsup also 
contains vitamin C and is a more 
concentrated source of vitamin A 
than fresh tomatoes. 
Fries and soft drinks may be 
looked upon as energy foods, 
although 
fried 
potatoes 
will 
supply some protein, iron and 
vitamin C. It is not surprising that 
teen-agers like energy foods, 
since they usually “burn up” 
more calories than older people in 
the course of a day. 
Unless a 
young 
person 
is 
overweight, he should therefore 
not be unduly criticized for eating 
some high- calorie snack foods. At 
the same time it is very important 
to encourage milk drinking and 
the eating of fruits and vegetables 
to help offset the nutrient 
deficiencies of these foods >

Woman coach whips girls into line 
Bounce that ball, baby! 


Girls coach 


By JULIA JOHNSON 
BENTON — Elfrink goes up for 
the rebound. She’s got it. She? 
Yes, she. 
A new era of girls basketball 
dawned when the sport was ap­ 
proved by the Missouri State High 
School Activities Association for 
interscholastic competition two 
years ago. The renewal begun in 
western Missouri and has slowly 
drifted to this area. 
With the start of the 1974-75 
school year, Kelly High School 
picked up the option to have a 
girls 
team. 
The 
program 
definitely met with approval, as 
witnessed by the 35 names on the 
initial tryout list. 
Yet, for a short while there was 
some doubt as to whether the idea 
would get off to a start. A team 
needs a leader, and the girls did 
not have one. It was one of those 
jobs that people applaud someone 
for taking, but will not tackle 
themselves. Finally, there was 
one woman who saw the ex­ 
citement it generated in those 35 
girl 
and the importance of 
carrying out the program. 
Mrs. Edith Jackson, wife of the 
school superintendent, took on the 
job. People familiar with the 
Kelly scene know that she is no 
stranger to basketball, since she 
has a son who plays the game. But 
coaching, well, that was a com­ 


pletely different picture to her. 
“ Many of the girls have played, 
of course, but insofar as an 
organized sport of this type, it’s 
everybody’s first year,’’ stated 
Mrs. Jackson. “ We’ve got some 
good players, and although all are 
young girls, they’re eager to 
learn,’’ she added, expressing 
hopes of breaking even in the 
team’s first season. 
Her first move was to cut the 
group of girls to a squad of 12, and 
the new program was officially 
underway. 
Support and cooperation have 
benefited the team a great deal. 
Organizations, 
such 
as 
the 
Booster Club, have advanced the 
efforts 
of 
the 
program 
with 
uniforms for the girls. The team 
has been backed by the school 
administration and students as 
well. The first game of the season 
was played at home, and a sizable 
crowd was on hand to watch the 
girls take the win. 
The 
biggest 
problem 
Mrs. 
Jackson came up against was 
scheduling. 
The 10-game schedule, with the 
single 
exception of 
Risco, is 


played against teams from out­ 
side the immediate area and 
ranges into Kentucky and Illinois. 
“ Several schools have talked of 
picking up the sport, and the 
outlook is good concerning the 
growth of girls basketball in our 
area,’’ stated Mrs. Jackson. 
Practice takes place several 
nights during the week, usually at 
Kelly Elementary School. The 
two-hour period includes various 
drills and scrimmages. 
“ I send them through a number 
of drills during the first hour or so, 
running 
a variety of patterns 
which we then put into a game 
situation,’’ she said. 


Of her defensive tactics, Mrs. 
Jackson stated, “ We use both the 
man-to-man and zone. The zone is 
a little harder for the girls to stay 
with, but it’s looking better. We 
also work on going after the ball 
instead of letting it go. ” 
On offense, she said, “ As far as 
scoring goes, quite a number of 
girls have good, steady shooting 
ability. There is no star on the 
team. Our ballhanding is weak in 
spots, but we’re working on it and 
it is improving.’’ 


A passerby at the practice 
sessions can hear Mrs. Jackson’s 
voice as she shouts instructions to 
her players: “ Hands up. Get those 
hands up. Take the shot if you 
have it. Make those passes sharp. 
Move in for the rebound, don’t just 
stand there.’’ 
As the practice draws to a close, 
no one would know they are new to 
the game.
